II was a bad piece of work and one of which the 


whole country was heartily ashamed, and there should be the 
utmost endeavor to prevent further happenings of the kind.. 


And that vigilance will be needed in this field has already 


been made plain. Word comes from Kansas that a band of 
"night-riders" has been organized there with the avowed pur- 
pose of dealing with slackers and German sympathizers, and 
these men are serving notices on suspected persons, warning 
them that the organization .will be.heard from unless they 
mend their way's. This in itself is a flagrant offense against 
the law and is almost certain to lead to violence unless the 
"night-riders" are effectually'-suppressed by the legal authori- 
ties. 
In California a few days ago a large number of boys 


partly wrecked a canvas tabernacle and assaulted the pastor 
and some of-the leaders of the organization because of their 
alleged refusal to sing the Sl.ir Spangled Banner. 


'Phis sort of thing will not do. German propagandists and 


spies must be suppressed by every legitimate means, but mob 
rule must not be tolerated. A mob, like a (ire, is much more 
easily started than controlled, and if these outbreaks are not 
properly/dealt, with serious (rouble is sure to be experienced. 


• Treasonable utterances'and acts must not and will not be 
tolerated, but there are offenses hardly less reprehensible, and
